AREA 

Measures taken to assist farms | 
in dried-out areas in Aiveria, Sas- ; 
katchewan, and Manitcba who are 
unable to winier all of their live 
stock holdings have ‘been summar- 
ized by R. S. Hamer. Assistant 
Commissioner of the Live Stock 
Braich, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, as follows:— ’ 

The Dominion and: Provincial Gov- 
ernments are co-operating with the 
railway comparies in tne delivery, 
free of fregat changes, of lower 
grade cattle from the prescribed 
drought areas direct to packing 
plants in Western Cavada to be pro-_ 
cessed as boneless beef or as tank- 
age.

Official figures relating to potato 
acreage and production in Canada 
reveal that the 1936 potato crop is 
another relatively short one. Conse- 
quently, it may reasonably be ex- 
pected that prices will be $1 a bag 


/Or over during the present hanvest- 


ing of the main crop, to be followed: 
by _— periodicai price advances 
throughout the winter and spring 
months. This trend already is re- 
flected in the current marxet price 
levels. Recently, the Montreal whole- 
sale potato price ranged from $1.10 
to $1.16 per 80 pound bag; in Ot- 
tawa, from $1.20 to $1.25 per 80 
pound bag. and in ‘loronto, trom 
$1.35 to $1.40 per 90 pound bag. 
Total Canadian production of pota- 
toes, namely 38,500,000 owt. for 
1936, compares tavourably with the 
total crop of 1935, but the 1936*crop 


is 10,000,000 cwt. less than 1934, 
and 6,000,000 cwt. less than the 
five-year average.

“Thinking back over my school and college courses,” ‘he says, “I could 
see that one trouble with our education was that it did not teach us what 
was not known, not enough of the unsolved problems of the sciences, of 
the arts, and of life. It gave us gaia knowledge where there’ was no 
certain knowledge, and worst of all, when we did not particularly want it 
We were not curious as students.

I should like to suggest to him the establishment of a lecture course on 
The Unknown.

We call it ‘gravitation,’ but no man 
in the world knows what ‘gravitation’ is.”

The third lecturer, of course, should be a philosopher or a theologian. He 
would say: “No one knows how the universe started or what is its object 
Some men call themselves philosophical pessimists and pretend to know 
that it has no meaning.

We feel that this positive faith gives life more significance 
more cheer.” 

Such a lecture course would cure the colleges of afflicti 
wise young men. They would understand why no man n 
to say: “I do not know, but I believe.”

The new Congress elected on Nov- 
vember 3 promises to be very much 
more of a debating Congress than 
its last two predecessors. No longer 
is there overwhelming majority 
in the lower house which can over- 
ride the minority opposition without 
a struggle. The outlook is for much 
sericus consideration of new legisla 
tion and for vigorous effor’s to amend 
and modify some of the laws which 
were enacted by the 73rd and 74th 
Congress, which not only Republi- 
cans but the more thoughtful and 
conservative Democrats agree need 
to be simplified and’ clarified if they 
are to accomplish the purposes for 
which they were enacted. 

One of the laws” enacted by the 
last Congress which is certainly 
going to come in for strong attempts 
to clarify it and make it more work 
able is the Social Security Act. 
There is little disagreement in prin- 
ciple with the purposes of the Social 
Security Act. but there is a very 
general feeling, among Democrats 
and Republicans alike, that in its 
present form it is cumberscme, bur- 
densome and unduly complicated in 
its methods of administration.

It is understood here that 
several very large orders for mili 
tary planes have been referred to 
the State Department by the manu- 
facturers who want to accept them, 
but who want to be sure that they 
are within their legal rights- 

In the meantime, the British Gov- 
ernment and some of the’ British 
ainplane manufacturers have _ pur- 
chased licenses under American pat- 
ents for numerous’ ainplane parts 
and equipment, so that even if Bri- 
tain'’s replaning program is cariued 
out entirely on British soil, tnere 
will be a large, financial return to 
the airplane manufactur- 
ers who own these patents. Also it 
is possible in case the State Depart- 
ment should hold that it would 
improper for American factories 
build bombing planes even for a na_ 
tion which is not at war, that more 
of these factories will establish Can- 
adian branches. ‘
